Vote Day of Maiming and Killing 


Judging from the action of the city council last night on a 
proposed ordinance to prohibit the sale and discharge of fireworks, 
hospital attendants, physicians and possibly morticians should 
prepare for a harvest on the Fourth of July, for East Liverpool 
anticipates a noisy and bloody celebration of the day. 
Ominous silence followed Councilman Thomas Farrall’s mo­ 
tion to take up for consideration a measure which would prohibit 
merchants from selling dangerous fireworks as well as ban the 
use of explosives within the corporate limits of the municipality. 
And it lacked a second. 
However, to make the death of the suggested ordinance cer­ 
tain, the solons, by a vote of 5 to I—Farrall, sponsor of the pro­ 
hibitory measure, casting the negative ballot—tabled the proposal. 
And, unless there is an unexpected change of attitude on the part 
of the majority, East Liverpool, this year, will return to the fire­ 
works days of maiming and killing. 
Council’s action, which was an aftermath of the decision last 
summer to repeal an ordinance which had made it unlawful to dis 
charge dangerous pyrotechnics, is an invitation to dealers and pa­ 
trons to make the next Fourth a day of anxiety. 
If councilmen think as they vote, they should now repeal 
legislation prohibiting the carrying of concealed weapons and the 
discharge of firearms within the city limits.

It is no wonder, says Norman Angell, the British economist, 
that we have political difficulties in a big democracy like ours. 
As he sees us, we try to run oui public affairs by going to the 
polls once a year and spending about three minutes passing on 
the qualifications of several dozen candidates we’re not acquainted 
with, for offices whose requirements we know nothing about, to 
execute policies we don’t understand. Then, having cast such a 
blindfold ballot, we go about our business and trust to luck tha 
the political situation wont be any worse than usual. 
It really is a good deal like that, except M local government 
in small communities, where any intelligent citizen has a chance 
to know who’s who and what’s going on, and takes more interest 
in the public affairs at issue. 
Generally speaking, as Mi*. Angell suggests, we shall prob­ 
ably be driven more and more to rely on government experts, se­ 
lecting a few capable specialists and giving them a free hand, in­ 
stead of trying to pick men for all the big and little jobs our 
selves. 
“But,” a critic objects, “how can a democracy trust experts, 
when the plutocrats are so much more able to buy experts?”

Government Experts 


It is no wonder, says Norman Angel!, the British economist, 
that we have political difficulties in a big democracy like ours. 
As he sees us, we try to run oui public affairs by going to the 
polls once a year and spending about three minutes passing on 
the qualifications of several dozen candidates we’re not acquainted 
with, for offices whose requirements we know nothing about, to 
execute policies we don’t understand. Then, having cast such a 
blindfold ballot, we go about our business and trust to luck that 
the political situation won’t be any worse than usual. 
It really is a good deal like that, except in local government 
in small communities, where any intelligent citizen has a chance 
to know who s who and what s going on, and takes more interest 
in the public affairs at issue. 
Generally speaking, as Mr. Angel I suggests, we shall prob­ 
ably be driven more and more to rely on government experts, se­ 
lecting a few capable specialists and giving them a free hand, in­ 
stead of trying to pick men for all the big and little jobs our 
selves. 
“But,” a critic objects, “how can a democracy trust experts, 
when the plutocrats are so much more able to buy experts?” 
To this Mr. Angell replies th at he isn’t so sure of that assump­ 
tion—he believes organized groups of citizens in industry, trade 
cod the professions are quite able to “buy experts themselves” in 
competition with the “plutocrats.” Yet he will not admit that 
we’re driven back upon such competition. 
“Give a man a life job,” he says, “and he’ll tell the truth. 
“Any man tends to develop professional pride in his job. if 
it is a steady job. Look at the doctors. It is to their economic in 
I crest to keep everybody as sick as possible, for as long a time as 
possible. Yet what do they do? They do their best to cure every­ 
body. 
If the medical profession will do that, against its mem­ 
bers’ own interest, will specialists in general, when employed by 
democracy ior public purposes, w ith a safe tenure of office, do an / 
less ?
